, aw, it may be eſteemed one of the moſt liberal pleaſures: exerciſe is 
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ſweetened by a taſte for the charms of nature: a journey becomes a ſtudy to the 
admirer of landſcape ; and as excurſions through this iſland are become ſo univerſal, 
there ſhould be no blindneſs to thoſe improving exhibitions which freely invite the 


adu.ration of every one. d 


It has been imagined a natural turn is required for theſe enjoy ments ; they are 
_ conſtantly given, and a reliſh for them not ſcantily received: many are poſſeſſed of 
this ſource of pleaſure, even unknown to themſelves, and want but a few hints to 
point their attention. Familiar objects are unnoticed, unſeen ; as it is poſſible to be

poſſeſſed of the moſt lovely form, yet unacquainted with it. 


Some, indeed, are 


bleſt with ſo fine a ſenſe of beauty, ſo quick: a perception of gracefulneſs, that they ca can 
pick out a ſcene of delicht, where it may generally be thought almoſt impoſlible |

to be found. or to be formed in their imagination: but amidſt our variety al, ſweet 


proſpects, not to be in love with landſcape can only infer a neglect of obſervation. 


A general temperature in this climate invites at all ſeaſons to notice, the 


moſt delicate may find amuſement in the air during our diſrobed ſtate of winter, or 


expatiate in the full radiance of ſummer ; ſpring and autumn paſs on with ever new 


attractions: our morning's gradual approach, the gently extending ſhadows of 
evening; or, at noon, a ſoft mixture of brightneſs with ſhade, are every perfection 
we can wiſh for picture: and ſo numerous are the appearances of each day, that the 
ſame landſcape hardly ever exactly returns: by the gradual progreſs of light, 
| alteration of weather, the n vapour of miſt, or expreſſion of alling clouds: 
and moon: light is not without many charms. 
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Our inſular ſituation, with other natural reaſons, give wonderful novel:y and 


elegance to the aerial ſcenery. 


It might furniſh entertainment enough to admire the beautiful changes of 
the ſky. 


We are indebted to temperature for perpetual verdure in our fields; the fine 
growth -and vaſt variety of trees, with cheerful and various green in their 
foliage; ſweeter for painting, and refleQing more enlivening beams, than the 
dark ever-green, with gloomy ſhade. Here playing ſhadows chequer without 


obſcuring. 


Many flowering ſhrubs grace our hedges ; others embrace and ornament the | 
ſtems of trees. Bloſſoms of wild plants paint the banks, and give a pleaſing rich tint 
to the paſture. Such trifles are not unworthy of attention. A well-choſen ſcene of 


theſe leſſer beauties can be made very engaging.

The majeſty of ſome rocks may aſtoniſh the ſtrongeſt imagination, nor are their 


forms leſs admirable and various than their colour. 


Village and cottage ſcenes of Britain can no where be equalled. The conſti- 


tution of our country is there in effe& particularly viſible ; their ruſtic manſions and 


appendages—cultivated field, orchard, and garden, make ſweet ſubjects for picture, 
varying as the ingenuity or induſtry of its inhabitants prevails : and when combined 
Into a village with the addition of their church, mill, bridge, or any other public 


property, it becomes one of the moſt amiable views. 
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Tis impoſſible to imagine a greater variety of characters than are ſeen in our 
peaſantry : their dreſs is commonly very pictureſque, irregular, as Wear will have it, 
or artleſsly faſhioned by the economical genius of the cottage ſempſtreſs. Among the 


loweſt ſort, even naked beauty is not wanting to grace the picture. 


Liberty and eaſe, 
which none enjoy in any proportion equal to the peaſant, gives air and ſublimity 
of action to be learned only here. Art has it not. 

| Every geſture ſhews their independance, even from children. The controul of 
fear and hope has never trammelled their poſitions. The firmneſs of health and exer- 


Ciſe receives a wild grace from nature. 


Roman, 


Roman, Gothic, and Druidal antiquities are not ſcarce with us; in many of the 


leſs frequented parts they often occur; and of each there remain many beautiful 


ſpecimens. . 
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"IM ruins of our caſtles and abbeys are ſo adapted for the pencil, that ſome ap- 
pear not only agreeably formed, but highly finiſhed for the purpoſe by the embel- 
| liſhing hand of nature. 1 

Columns and porticos of marble were leſs deſirable: a grateful reverence fre- 
quently attends our admiration, amidſt theſe ſolemn ruins, while the ſtory recurs of 


ſequeſtered piety, or ſome great action performed in defence of liberty. 


Elegant and coſtly ſtructures are not wanting. 
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Cultivation aſcends the obs of mountains, which, being generally attended with 


planting, multiplies our picture VIEWS, if it does not increaſe their ſublimity. 


The whole iſland is ſcattered over with palaces of nobility, from whoſe improve- 


ments the combination of art and nature can effect wonders. 


Even the irregular winding of our roads, with their numerous branches and 


interſections, gives no ſmall acquiſition in point of choice for landſcape.

A more particular enquiry might relate many other advantages in our poſſeſſion: 


but if theſe already enumerated are to be equalled in any other country, the ſafety 


and freedom with which we enjoy them ſtands unrivalled. 
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View from Sir Joſhua Reynolds Houſe, Richmond Hill. 


T HIS landſcape is a curioſity 1 its being one of the very few by Sir Joſhua, 


Reynolds, and a view from his own houſe. Sir Joſhua has not copied every 


minutia of the ſcene, but, like a great artiſt, * given its peculiar characters, and 
leading features; the 9 tranſparency of the ſtream, with its boldneſs and 
breadth of line, its elegancies of building emboſomed in wood, and the diſtant hills

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The Ouſe Bridge at Vork 


AS built in the year 1566, upon the ruins of one much inferior, that was 


deſtroyed two years before by a great flood, which coming down the river 
with bodies of ice, drove down two of its arches: a Mrs. Hall gave 100l. towards 
the re-building it, and the city beſtowed a braſs plate, which was fixed on the 
north ſide of the bridge, with this inſcription in Gothic letter—now loſt, 


William Watſon Lord mY Lady Jane Hall lo! here y* works of faith doth ſhew, 
An. Dom. 1566. 


By giving a hundred pound this bridge for to renew. 


The centre arch is 81 feet wide, and 51 feet high: the buildings on the bridge con- 


ſiſt of a Guild Hall, or great Council-Chamber, a Record Office, an Exchequer, a 
building in which the ſherifts courts are held, and two city priſons for debtors and 


felons. The original picture by Mr. Farington, now in the poſſeſſion of William

„ | 
Sa grand romantic pile, ſituated upon a rock of free-ſtone, riſing perpendicularly 
from the Avon. Its boldneſs and variety of figure lead the mind to recognize the 
many revolutions it hath witneſſed, and which have ſo celebrated this ancient ſeat. Its 
beauties are many, from the ſuperior taſte of the Warwick family for ſeveral cen- 
turies back, which is peculiarly apparent in the preſent Earl, who, with moſt di 
tinguiſhed judgment, is conſtantly embelliſhing it both within and without, and has 
conſiderably improved its appearance, by expoſing to better view its moſt pictureſque 
characters. This picture was painted in the year 1788, is two feet ſix inches wide, 


by two feet one high, and ig in the poſſeſſion of the Right Hon, the Earl of Warwick. 
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A View in Kew Gardens. 


HE S E gardens are embelliſhed with many elegant ſtructures, in the Chineſe 
ſtyle 7 the two in our view are, a bridge and the pagoda. The view was taken 

10 the evening, when the ſun approaching the -horizon threw its richeſt hue over 

the ſcene, viſiting, with golden touch, the various objects which fronted its rays, 

di enifying the greater maſles of ſhane, and blending the whole into one general glow 

of pleaſing tranquillity.

S in Caernarvonſhire, and W le for its romantic grandeur; its mountains 
riſing from the Lake itſelf, and carrying their lofty * to the clouds that generally 
encircle them. The beautiful tranſparency of the water 1s greatly heightened by 
the rugged ſhapes and awful ſolemnity of the ſurrounding amphitheatre ; upon the 
oppoſite rock ſtand the ruins of Dolbadern Caſtle; the mountain on the left is called

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St. Michael's Mount, Cornwall, 


E AR Penſance, was a priory of Benedictine monks, founded by King Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor; but before the year 1085 it was annexed to the abbey of 
St. Michael 1 in Periculo Maris in N ormandy, by Robert Earl of Merton and Corn- 


wall. After the ſuppreſſion of alien priories, it was given firſt to King' s College, 
Cambridge, by King Henry the Sixth, and afterwards to Sion Abbey, i in Middle- 
ſex, by King Edward the Fourth. It 8 poſſeſſions at the general ſuppreſſion, 
valued at 1 10l. 128, 1d. per annum, and is now the ſeat of Sir John St. Aubyn, in 
whoſe poſſeſſion the original painting, by Mr. Opie, now is. The picture is a fine

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The Town and Caftle of Warwick, from Emſcote. 


—MSCOTE is a ſmall village about a mile from Warwick, upon the banks 
of the Avon, rich in wood, and retired in ſituation. Few ſpots like this, 
favoured with the varieties of nature, have ſuch beautiful and pictureſque objects 
to enrich its diſtance. The two principal towers in this ſcene are ſingularly 


curious: that of St. Mary's Church on the right is ſquare, built upon groin 


arches, ſupported by four piers; the ſpaces between which are ſufficiently wide 


for the paſſage of coaches. Its diameter at the baſe is g2 feet 6 inches, and its 


height 174 feet to the pinnacle. The tower on the left is called Guy's Tower, 
ſituated near the gate of the caſtle. It is a polygon of twelve ſides, and was 
built in 1394.

F HIS is ſaid to be the alte piece of that famous archite& Inigo Jones. It 


| joins Denbighſhire and Carnarvonſhire acroſs the river Conway, in a country 


full of romantic ſcenes. It i is one hundred and ſeventy feet long, and fifteen wide; 


conſiſts of three arches, the centre being ſixty- one feet wide, and the others thirty 


and a half The river Conway i is not inconſiderable here, exhibiting all thoſe rler 
ing varieties of nature for which the Welch ſtreams are famous.

' HILST we admire theſe peaceful paſtures by Eden's fair ſide, the thought 


naturally turns back to their former appearance, when a vindictive Ro- 
man band—Abalaba Aureliani governed here; the terror of thoſe few natives that 
had eſcaped for quiet into this remote corner : or afterwards, when by reverſe fortune 
this place was, from incurſions of the Scots, in continual alarm, frequently deſtroyed, 


and at laſt burnt.

With the ſetting off of the Balloon to Calais, in January 1785. 


HIS wonderful event, which cannot be too much contemplated, was per- 
formed by Mr. Blanchard and Dr. Jefferys, who, in defiance of the attractive 
powers of the earth they left, and without conſulting the watery element, failed, 
ſporting in a new ſphere, through the air to a foreign land, placing their pavilion in 
the clouds, and deſcending like aerial viſions to the earth again to viſit their neigh-

Dover Caſtle was formerly a very pricicipal fortification, begun by Julius Cæſar, 


and finiſhed by Claudius. It has many curious marks of antiquity, and the greateſt 


attention that has been paid to it was by Queen Elizabeth, who * materially en- 
larged the place.

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St. Auguſtine's Monaſtery and Cathedral at Canterbury. 


HE monaſtery was founded about the year 600; its walls incloſed about 16 acres 


of ground. It was viſited by many of our kings upon various occaſions, and 


in 1 374 Queen Elizabeth kept her court here with great ſplendour, in a royal pro- 


greſs, and attended divine ſervice at the Cathedral every Sunday during her ſtay at 
Canterbury. In this Cathedral were buried the bodies of Henry the Fourth, and his 
Queen Joan; thoſe of ſix other kings; thoſe of Edward the Black Prince, and other 


princes, and that of St. Thomas a Becket. It was rebuilt in its preſent preferable 


ſtate of magnificence about the year 1420, after undergoing many revolutions by fire, 


&c. The picture was taken in the year 1778. 
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Strawberry Hill, Seat of the Honourable Horace Walpole. 


T muſt be thought entirely uſeleſs to deſcribe this ſo much admired place.

HIS picture repreſents a phenomenon at London, worthy remembrance 


from its ſingularity, viz. the river Thames entirely frozen over, St. Lawrence 


itſelf not exhibiting a more ſtriking winter vier. 

The foreſt of maſts continually ſeen in this famous port, fills every Britiſh heart 
with delight, for it is a diſplay of our extenſive trade. But ſo noble a tide thus con- 
trolled, the veſſels moored with ice, becomes a ſcene of our aſtoniſhment. * 

About the 20th of November the froſt began, and continued increaſing to the be- 
_ ginning of January 1 789, when the river being ſafel paſſable, it became a place of 
entertainment; fires were made on it, ſkating, and the diverſions of colder climates 


took place. This ſcene is exaily copied, and the figures principally ſketched from 


nature.

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T HERE is no country exhibition more pleaſing than the ſimple traffic of ſuch 


a day; earneſtneſs and artleſſneſs being mixed os on each countenance. 


This town receives its preſent beauty from former calamity. How ſtriking are the 
changes even towns experience !

the ruins of which Port Elliot now ſtands; and once the reſidence of a biſhop, who 


gave the town his name, coming from France on purpoſe to oppoſe the hereſy of 


Pelagius.

T. H E entrance of Neath River is a very pictureſque ſcene; the mines and 

coal-works of the eee giving a continual re oY of veſſels, and the 

' coaſt and mountains happy in their figure: even the diſtant hills of Devonſhire 
being within view, ornamenting this grand expanſe of channel, 

Numberleſs charming pictures occur near the ſpot; but, among the choice, 


Kilway-H ill detains the attention of the traveller. 
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Landguard Fort. 


T is a curious fortreſs, being lituate on the point of a fad; which runs out into 
the ſea, on the Eſſex coaſt. Infinite labour and expence have been neceſſary to 
make ſo unſtable a foundation ſufficiently ſolid for ſuch a ſtrong cation: in 
this inſtance even the power of the ocean has been curbed by art, being now perfectly 
ſecure againſt the moſt violent ſtorms. It was built in the reign of King James the 


Firſt, and eſteemed A very maſterly work. 


Its ſituation is excellent for the defence of the harbour of Harwich, which, though 


extenſive, is well defended by this fortreſs. 
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A Cave in the Chalk Cliffs near Margate. 


HE Iſle of Thanet has but few beauties for the pencil, from its being ſo expoſed 

to the ſeverity of the ſea winds ; and from the ſhallowneſs of the ſoil, which 
will not admit the growth of trees. Its chief ſcenery is viewed from the ſands, 
where at low water the white cliffs fill the imagination of the beholder with an 
idea of gigantic buildings: their ſhapes are like walls of immenſe ſtructure, in a 
variety of forms, and appear in beautiful perſpective, ſeeming as if erected to ſtay the 
cm billows which beat their fronts. The ſea richly embelliſhes the ſcenes, 
and adds much to the ſublime appearance of this cave, which was hollowed by the 
waves; it has two entrances, and forms a ſplendid picture both ways towards the 


Ocean.

HE River Bran, over which this Bridge is almoſt formed by nature, may be 


called the moſt violent and noiſy ſtream in Scotland ; though ſwiftneſs and 


oppoſition is their principal character. 


Under this arch, that has been joined by art, it tumbles down fifty feet perpen- 
dicular: the rocks about it are rich in ſhrubs, and finely coloured, adding beauty 


to the foaming of the water. 


Remembering how much it is contraſted by ſurrounding deſert plains, this ſpot 
of beauty ſurpriſes the more. 
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View on the Chace near Chepſtow, Monmouthſhire. 


T HIS chain of mountains is 1 magnificent, from their vaſt ſcale and 
variety of figures, extending as far as the borders of Glamorganſhire.— 


Such immenſe waves of earth have a very ſurpriſing effect. 


Their Welch names, though difficult for an Engliſh tongue to repeat, are ſaid to 
be beautifully deſcriptive. 


Cultivation is creeping up to the ſummit of the ſteepeſt mountains, and divides 


this once dreary foreſt into many a ſweet paſtoral ſcene. 
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View on Winander Meer, Weſtmoreland. 


JR. De Loutherbourg has curiouſly introduced into this corner of a lake all 


the characteriſtic beauties lakes are capable of: ſmoaking ſtreams of miſt 
mounting into the bright expanſe of calm ſun- riſe, the wild horror of rocks, with 


goats, their natural inhabitants; and ſimple, but manly peaſantry. 
How beautiful the art of that pencil who ſo eaſily can expreſs ſo much
